Los Angeles, Cal., Dec. 20.—Mrs. C. 
E. Dubordiu, to whom the city of Los 
Angeles owed about $25,000, dropped 
In at the city treasury yesterday and 
got her money. Fifteen neighbor wo­ 
men helped to carry it homja. 
Mrs. 
Dubordiu presented a 
warrant ’ for 
$24,872 due ber for property which 
the city had condemned. 
’TU take this, if you please,” she 
said. 
The deputy treasurer, Nr T. Powell, 
detailed two men to drag sacks of 
gold from the vaulL Each B ack bore 
the seal of the United States 
sub­ 
treasury, with a certificate of the con­ 
tents of the bag. 
’’You see, there’s $5,000 in each 
bag,” Powell explained politely. 
’’How do I know?” Mrs. Dubordiu 
asked. ”1 want to count it.” 
Tables were provided and the count­ 
ing was apportioned among the neigh­ 
bors. 
When it was determined that the 
subtreasury bad counted correctly, 
Mrs. Dubordiu divided the $$0 pieces 
into piles appropriate to the strength 
of each woman. It was scooped into 
shopping bag?* and

Washington, Dec. 
20.—With tho 
long awaited tariff board report on 
schedule ”K,” which was sent to con­ 
gress today, President Taft also smit 
a message recommending thai rates 
on wool be reduced materially. The 
message characterizes the tariff re­ 
port as the most “complete statement 
on a difficult subject ever presented 
to a legislative body” and gives em­ 
phasis to the fact that the report to 
unanimous. 
He recommends that the proposed 
revision adhere to the protection pol­ 
icy, based on the difference between 
the cost of obduction at home and 
abroad. 
He explains that tne wool bul wan 
vetoed last August because he be­ 
lieved that public policy demanded 
that he wait until the board had made 
its report. 
The board’s report sugests a gen­ 
eral revision of the duties on wool 
and many reductions in rates. 
In 
nearly all classes of the schedule the 
board experts report a majority of the 
duties as prohibitory and condemn 
the system of levying them. It would 
assess a duty on scrubbed wool, net 
wool and grease combined, and sug­ 
gests a graduated scale of ad valorem 
rates on wool cloth.
